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THE Senate has ordered the printing of the papers 
pertaining to the Dolphin, Chicago, Boston and 
Atlanta recently furnished by the Navy Department 
in answer to the HALE resolution. 








TuE Admiralty Gazette suggests that a book should 
be kept at the Admiralty in which officers on return 
from foreign service, or indeed at any time, might 
enter the name of the station to which they would 
like to go next, and that if their wishes do not run 
counter to the public good, they should be complied 
with. It would answer the same purpose in our 
Navy to chalk ‘“‘European Station” against the 
names of all Naval officers available for sea duty. 








THE arrangements for the rifle competitions of 
1886 are now being promulgated in orders, and the 
competitions, so far as announced, will take place 
as follows: The contest for Army prizes at Fort 
Leavenworth, beginning Sept. 29; Division of the 
Atlantic, at Fort Niagara, N. Y., in September; 
Division of the Missouri, at Fort Leavenworth, be- 
ginning Sept. 18; Division of the Pacific, at the 
Presidio of San Francisco, between Sept. 5 and 12, 
and Department of Dakota, at Fort Snelling, early 
in September, and Department of Texas at Fort 
Clark in August. 








THE annual examinations at the Military Aca- 
demy resulted this year in only eleven cadets being 
found deficient in their studies, a smaller number 
than usual.

A CORRESPONDENT Calls our attention to the fact 
that more than half of the Army special orders 
published weekly in the JouRNAL grant leaves of 
absence to commissioned officers, and asks if this 
privilege is not a little overdone in our Army. To 
this we reply that we imagine not, as the pro- 
portion of leaves granted is no greater than in any 
other army. Leave is a privilege which has some 
attendant drawbacks, such as reduction of pay 
after a certain amount of leave has been taken 
within a specified time, and we feel certain that 
no commander authorized to grant leaves would 
do so, should the interests of the Service re- 
quire the officers to remain on duty at their posts. 
Duty must be done under all circumstances, and 
because a good many officers may usually be on 
leave is no basis for the supposition that the Ser- 
vice is in any way suffering thereby. 








COMMENTING on the account in the Century Mag- 
azine of the destruction of the Alabama, Broad 
Arrow says: ‘‘ It is worthy of remark that although 
Captain SEMMES may have been actuated by the lof- 
tiest of motives throughout his memorable cruise in 
the Alabama, while his officers may have done all 
that lay in their power to maintain, at least, the 
outward semblance of discipline among the rowdies 
of various nationalities that had been collected to 
form a crew, the-sort of work the vessel was en- 
gaged in could not but destroy in course of time 
the morals of the men. The wilful ‘iestruction of 
private property, however necessary it may seem to 
be during war, is only piracy under another name, 
and must ultimately prove demoralizing to those 
engaged in the work; while so tar as the issue of 
the war is concerned, it is well known that this is 
quite unaffected by any such service as that which 
the Alabama performed on behalf of the Confed- 
erate States.” 








Accorpinc to our well-informed Paris contempo- 
rary, La France Militaire, wire-hooped cannon are 
about to be tried on a large scale in France. The 
French inventor of this type of built-up guns was 
Lieutenant ScHULTZ, now deceased, who conceived 
the idea in 1871, 16 years after LONGRIDGE in Eng- 
land, evolved his similar theory. Before his death, 
Lieutenant ScHuLtz had produced ten guns running 
from 3.5 inches to 13.3 inches calibre. Za France 
Militaire claims for him the credit of having at- 
tracted the consideration of other nations to the 
wire-hooped system and that the patronage given to 
his English predecessor, after 28 years longer period 
of neglect, is due to his continued successful trials. 
One of the results he obtained was an initial veloc- 
ity of 2,300 feet. Since his decease, Lieutenant 
Moca, who worked with him, has continued his ex- 
periments, formulating the mathematical theory of 
the system and particularly determining the proper 
tensile strength of th® wire. The perfected 13.3-inch 
gun has just been completed at Fives-Lille. It is 
for the navy and will be tested very soon. Our con 





temporary asserts that this type of hooped ordnance 


is of much simpler fabrication and costs one-fifth 
less than the VAVASSEUR or any other built-up sys- 
tem. They are proportionately much lighter while 
more powerful. Lieutenant Moca has’‘commenced 
a series of papers on the development of the ScHULTz 
theory in Revue d Artillerie. 





THE Engineering News, referring to what was 
said in the JOURNAL as tothe bursting of RopMAN 
guns, says: ‘‘ Our gun iron is a very superior metal; 
possibly the best was put in some thirty or more 
guns ordered from I. G. JoHNsON, of Spuyten Duyvil, 
by the State of New York. Mr. C. C. Martin, now 
of the Brooklyn Bridge, who tested pieces from the 
sinking heads, toid us that the test prices averaged 
a tensile strength of 42,000 pounds per square inch. 
Some of these guns are now around the State Arsenal 
at the corner of 7th avenue}fand 85th street and 
could doubtless be secured for a test against steel 
guns of equal weight. In the meantime the new 
English steel breech-loaders do not seem to be satis- 
factory, one of the 43-ton 12-inch guns having had 
its muzzle blown off by 2a,reduced charge of 221} 
pounds ot powder and a shell%filled with water and 
weighing 714 pounds, the difficulty with the gun 
apparently being that it was not well proportioned 
for the modern slow-burningjpowder.” 








THE Duke of CAMBRIDGE, who presided at the 
Royal United Service Institution when a special 
lecture was delivered by Captain J. C. R. CoLoms, 
R. M. A., entitled ‘‘ Imperial Federation—Naval 
and Military,” said: ‘‘I}am one of those who believe 
that if countries are preparedjto meet the emer- 
gencies of war the less likelihood is there of the 
peace being broken. On that ground I maintain 
that, instead of being of a warlike character, what 
we have listened to 1s in reality an eminently peace- 
ful lecture.” Captain CoLomB said: ‘‘In the first 
piace, it takes almost as many years now to build 
warships and great guns as in bygone times it took 
months. On the other hand, the use of arms of all 
branches of the service in the past could be picked 
up in a hurry, and even during a campaign. The 
scientific weapons now demand long and elaborate 
training; in short, broadly speaking, what science 
has done is to*enable rapid and decisive results to be 
produced in war, but only by.long previous prepara- 
tions and the development. during peace of an 
organized system. and plan. Effective and success- 
tul defence will, therefore, wholly depend in war 
upon the elaboration of organized arrangements 
and provision of means during peace. These can- 
not now be improvised when the time for their ap- 
plication has arrived. The necessary naval and 
military arrangements between the several parts of 
the same Empire to secureZcommon safety for the 
common interests must be made and’ paid for in 
peace. They cannot be postponed until danger 
arises without peril. Science and systematic prepa- 
ration have usurped the former places of sentiment 
and enthusiasm in determining the issues of war. 
Wealth and natural resources are nothing but temp- 
tation to attack, if their reasonable and sufficient 
application to the purposes of%their defence is de- 
nied.” Attention was also calledjto the fact that 
the trade of British North{America and South Africa 
together now is about what the trade of England 
was when St. Vincent2was,fought, and that the sea 
commerce of Australasia alone exceeds by tens of 
millions the sea tradejof the United?Kingdom when

The committee has also agreed to report favorably 
the bills (No. 1976) providing for the survey by an

Mr. McPherson was anxious to huve the bill convid- 
ered at once, but as the majority of the members had 
not even looked at the measure it was thought pro- 
per to give them a week's time todo so. The bill is 
given in full below. 

Sepvator Mitchell, of Oregon, introduced, June 14,

able site for a Navy-yard. 

fp reporting back to the House the substitute for 
what is known as the Blair Peusion bill the Com- 
mittee on Invalid Pensions says that, after consult- 
ing the Commissioner of Pensions and the best ob- 
tainable sources of information, it appears that the 
number of soldiers, disabled and dependent upon 
their labor for support, who would become benefi- 
ciaries under the act is 33,105, iavolving an annual 
expenditure, at the rate of $144 each, of $4,767,120. 
The report states that this number may be reduced 
at least one thousand, as it is estimated that about 
that number are already receiving peusions, but the 
committee is convinced that it has presented the 
maximum figure of the expense involved in the 
passage of the bill. A section has also been added 
to the original bill restricting to $ the fees of 
agents and attorneys prosecuting claims arising un- 
der the bill. 

At an evening session of the House on June 16 
among other private bills passed were: 8.579, grant- 
ing the franking privilege to the widow of Gen.

BILL TO INCREASE THE NAVAL ESTABLISHMENT. 


S. 2644, McPherson. To increase the Naval 


Establishment. Be it enacted, ete., That the President is 
hereby authorized to have constructed as hereinafter pro- 
Vv 


First. Two sea-going double-bottomed armored vessels of 
about 6,000 tons displacement, designed for aspeed of at least 
16 knots an hour, with engines having all necessary appli- 
ances for working under forced draught, and costing, in- 
cluding engines and machinery and excluding armament, 
not more than $2,500,000. Toward the construction of said 
ves els the sum of $1,250,000 is hereby appropriated. Said 
cruisers shall have each a complete torpedo outfit and be 
armed in the most effective marner. 

Second. ‘Three protected double-bottomed cruisers of not 
less than 3,500 nor more than 5,000 tons displacement. with 
the best type of modern engines, furnished with necessary 
appliances tor working under forced draught, said cruisers 
designed to have the highest practicable speed.

Sec. 3. That the President is hereby authorized to direct 
the completion, as hereinafter provided, of the double-tur- 
reted monitors Puritan, Amphitrite, Monadnock and Terror, 
at a total cost. not to exceed $3,178,u46, distributed as follows :

The following decisions, rulings, etc., have been 
made during Lhe month of May, 1886, and are publish- 
ed to the Army for the information of all concerned : 


STATE TAX ON PERSONAL PROPERTY OF ARMY 
; OFFICERS. 


An officer temporarily on duty ata certain place as his 
military station cannot in general legally or properly be 
taxed as a resident for his personal property, on the ground 
thst he ig there, not permanently, nor by his own volition or 
choice, but by the orders of the Government, and may be at 
any moment ordered elsewhere. No authoritative decision 
covering the point is known to exist, un.ess it be that made 
by the U. 8. Supreme Court in Dobbins v. The Commission- 
ers of Erie County (16 Peters, 435), in which it is held that 
taxation bya State is unconstitutional which “ acts upon 
the instruments, emoluments, and persons which the United 
States may use and employ as necessary and proper means 
to execute their sovereign power.” It was therefore de- 
cided that a tax imposed by a State on the pay of an officer 
of the revenue. cutter service was unconstitutional and void. 
How far the United States courts would extend this princi- 
ple over the personal property of an officer of the Army it is 
difficult to say. As to the practice, it has not been custom- 
ary to tax officers of the Army for personal te mah | held 
by them at the places at which they are temporarily on duty 
as their military stations.—(Opinion Judge Adv. Gen., con- 
curred in by Sec. War, Feb. 21, 1878 (not heretofore pub- 
lished), letter May 20, 1886.) 


TAX ON CIGARS SOLD AT A POST “‘ CANTEEN.” 


The officer in charge of a post “canteen” is not liable to 
the tax of a dealer in manutactured tobacco on account of 
cigars purchased from the Subsistence Department and sold 
at retail at the ** canteen” only to enlisted men of the Army. 
—(Decision Sec. War, letter May 7, 1886.) 


SALE OF FUEL TO AN ACTING CHAPLAIN. 


Fuel and oil can be sold by the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment only to acting assistant surgeons and commissioned 
Officers of the Army.—({ Decision Sec. War, letter May 7, 1886.) 


ISSUE OF FORAGE TO CHAPLAINS, 


The omission of “ chaplains” from the list of officers enti- 
tled to forage, as given in section 8 of the-act of Congress of 
June 18, 1878 (A. R., 1890), was designedly made, and forage 
cannot be legally issued to chaplains by the Quartermaster’s 
Department.—(Decision Sec. War, letter May 8, 1886.) 


POST AND COMPANY FUNDS. 


The allowance now made by the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
merit of $19 for each omens for the purchase of newspa- 
pers, periodicals, etc., will not be increased. This allowance 
was made to take the place of pe ae from the post 
or company funds for purchase of newspapers and periodi- 
cals.—(Decision Sec. War, letter May 27, 1886.) 


COMMUTATION OF FUEL AND QUARTERS. 


An officer under sentence of suspension from duty on half- 
Day, and absent from his proper station by authority of the 
War Department, is not entitled to commutation of fuel and 
quarters, —(Decision Sec. War, letter May 28, 1886.)

PROCEEDINGS AND SENTENCES OF GENERAL COURTS- 
MARTIAL. 


Par. 901 of the Regulations provides that a sentence of 
confinement shall date from the issuance of the order unless 
the court of the order fixes another date. This rule is sub- 
ject to the exception that it must not be impossible to begin 
the punishment, as when the prisoner is not in custody ; an 
again is limited by the eon ed aragraph that if the sen- 
tence is cumulative the seeond s' begin at the expiration 
of the first. In this case it appears there was no barrier to 
the immediate execution of the second sentence (confine- 
ment to the limits of the post where serving). The first sen- 
teace modified, imposed suspension from rank and com- 
mand and a half forfeiture of pay, none of which penalties 
are equivalent to confinement, conflicting therewith or im- 

ble of being served at the same time as the confine- 
ment. Par. 6, Digest of Opinions of Judge Advocate Gen., 
page 469, says that “suspension from rank does not involve 
a status of confinement;” that the two penalties often ap- 
pear in the same sentence ; that an officer suspended may be 
granted leave of absence. Therefore it appears that the 
position that the sentence (confinement) should have begua 
at the date ot the order publishing the proceedings of the 
court is well taken. 

Of the uest for an examination by the acting Judge 
Advocate neral of the last case, it isto be said that no 
reason is assigned for the request unless the finding of the 
court is to be considered as the reason. The court was of 
opinion that the offence was nota violation of the para- 
graph (5, article 1) of the Regulations cited, but found the 
accused guilty of a violation of the 62d Article 
of War; in this opinion the department com- 
mander coincided. Many precedents will show that 
to write and have published such a letter as was 
written in this case is a military offence cognizable under 
the 62d Article of War; if by error or mistake an erroneous 
paragraph is mentioned in a charge under that article, no 
one will question the guthority of the court to correct the 
error and still find the ace guilty of violating the arti- 
cle, if in ita judgment an offence under it still remains. If 
then the request to have the record re-examined is based on 
this reason, it seems that 1t may properly be refused.— 
(Opinion acts. judge ady. Div. Atlaatic, concurred in by 
actg. Judge Adv. Gen, and Lieut, Gen,, May 27, 1886.)

Two 
Strikes and Turning Bear informed General Brisbin 
that they and their friends proposed to go notwith- 
standing any refusal, as they wanted to trade 
ponies with the Crows and get back 100 ponies which 
the Crows promised to return to them, if they would 
make the visit. General Brisbin advised them to re- 
main on their reservation. 
Dept. of Dakota.—Maj. Gen. Alfred H. Terry. 
A Fort Keogh correspondent writes: “Ever since 
the establishment of this post the question of irriga- 
tion bas been discussed, but never successfully grap- 
pled until Lieut.-Col. M. A. Cochran, 5th Inf., took 
hold of it this year, when, with very meagre assist- 
ance, he brought it to success.” 





The Mineral Argus says: ‘‘A soldier discharged 
recently at Fort Maginnis, having prepared forged 
final settlements, ete., of another soldier suon to be 
discharged, and who had a large sum due him, sent 
them to Helena, to Paymaster W. H. Eckels, U. 8. 
A. The paymaster not being familiar with the sig- 
natures, telegraphed to Captain Wagner, at Magin- 
nis, who replied that it was a swindle. The forger in 
the meantime, being quite ignorant of this action, 
went to Helena, presented himself to Major Eckels 
under his assumed name, who quietly had him ar- 
rested and turned over to the civil authborities.”’

Dept. of Arizona.—Brig.-Gen. N. A. Miles. 


By latest returns, General Miles now has 4,400 
United States troops, 300 Indian scouts and nearly 
100 white settlers enlisted for a short period. More 
than 4,000 of this number are doing field duty, either 
following trails, guarding passes and water-holes, 
stationed at temporary supply camps in the moun- 
tains or engaged as escorts to pack trains. The 
troops consist of the 4th, 6th, 10th, and two troops of 
the 2d Cavalry, the Ist and 13th, seven companies of 
the 10th, five uf the 22d and seven of the 8th [nfan- 
try Regiments. The force of scouts will be in- 
creased by 100 Navajos enlisted at Fort De- 
fiance, the Navajo agency, by Lieutenant W. 
Stanton, 6th Cavalry. . 

The Deming Headlight says: The heliograph sys- 
tem of signalling has been successfully tried from 
the top peak near Fort Cummings. The heliograph 
system of signalling is being generally adopted. 
Messages are being successfully transmitted between 
Fort Cummings aud Spear, a distance of over fifty 
miles, without intervening stations. A signal flag 
cannot be distinguished at this distance, and in a 
country like this, the heliograph can be used to 
very great advantage. Until very recently, cou- 
ners have taken messages between the points which 
are not reached by telegraph, but the heliograph 
will revolutionize the signal system. 

A Tombstone despatch says: **The residents of 
Southern Arizona do not want the Apaches dnven 
into Sonora as recommended by General Miles, as 
Sonora is entirely too close to Arizona to render this 
section safe from future depredations should the 
hostiles finally fly to the Sierra Madre Mountains. 
Gen. Miles will not hesitate to employ a strong force 
of Sonora Pimas, mostly natives of the Sahusriha 
district, and in that event a speedy extermination 
of the hostiles will be inevitable, for the Sierra 
Madre Pimas are infinitely more cunning and cour- 
ageous than Apaches, aud better versed in wood- 
craft, can run faster and further, live on less, and 
all are fine marksmen and born strategists.” 

A despatch of June 15 says: A party of U. 8S. 
troops, while scouting in the neighborhood of Cala- 
baosas a few days ago, came upon two Americans 
and several Mexicans all sleeping in the brush near 
where Government horses were at pasture. All 
wore moccasins and made a trail very similar to 
that of the Indians. While it is pretty generally be- 
lieved that these men are guilty of some of the dep- 
reaations charged against the Indians, there was no 
evidence to vonvict them, and after examination 
they were set at liberty. The party were unable to 
Five any satisfactory account of themselves. No 
fresh outrages are reported for the last two or three 
days, but a small band of Apaches has been en- 
countered, and it is believed that they are concen- 
trating for a grand raid. Gen. Milcs admits his 
force is entirely inadequate and wants more troops.

JUNE 16, 1886. 


Not for a long time has West Point been favored with 
such fine weather as we had from the Ist to the 12th of this 
month ; there was only one rain and that came at night. 
Everything was done according to the programme except 
that the mortar practice was put off one night. 

Last Thursday was a busy i: At3o’clock the Alumni 
Association met in the chapel. The meeting was brief ; after 
listening tothe admirable address of welcome by Major 
Mordecai, a few routine business matters were transacted 
when the members went to see the review for the Secretary 
of War and then to attend the reception at Gen. Merritt's. 

In the evening the fea and invited guests to the 
number of 93 assembled in the cadet mess hall to pariake of 
the annual dinner. The bill of fare was not elaborate, but 
everything was most admirably prepared and served ; every- 
thing comnected with it was done by the chief of the cadet 
mess and the service was by the regular mess hall waiters: 
many graduates of 20 years ago could scarcely believe that 
some of the dirty waiters of their time were the same neat and 
jaunty ones who were in attendance. After the coffee was 
served, Major Mordecai rapped for order and proposed the 
first toast, ** The President of the United States,” which was 
responded to by Gen. Horatio C. King, of Brooklyn, in a very 
happy strain. Next followed ** Our Alma Mater,” response by 
Gen. Viele. Next came the toast, ‘To the Memory of Gen. U.&. 
Grant, the Most Distinguished Graduate of the Military Acad- 
emy.” The response by Gen. Horace Porter was a beautiful 
and eloquent tridute to his former chief. It is hoped that Gen. 
Porter will write out his address so that it can be printed. 
The applause that followed its conclusion indicated the effect 
that the address bed uy onthe listeners. Brief remarks were 
made by Senator Mandcrson, Gen, Bragg and Gen. Gibbon, 
when the meeting was turned over to the young graduates 
from Gen. Gibbon down through the Class of °68, to which 
Gen. Viele said that he belonged. There was more musical 
talent present than at any previous meeting, and, takeu ali 
in allit was the jolliest gathering of graduates that West 
Point has ever seen. One feature seemed to take the popular 
heart ; it was the providing of sleeping accommodations tor 
visiting officers in cadet barracks ; 34 beds were fixed up, two 
in a room, and 30 of them were occupied. Many weie the 
fuvorable comments heard upon the superintendent’s con- 
sideration in authorizing the use of two divisions for this 
purpose, l were made comfortable, and many pleasant 
recollections of cadet life were brought. One old graduate 
remarked that he was going to attend reveille just for the 
purpose of having the pleasure of going buck to bed and 
sleeping till breakfast.

Tue N. Y. Tribtine says: ‘“ Chief Engineer Alex- 
ander Henderson, of the Nayal Advisory Board, 
visited the pew steel cruiser Atlanta, June 16, to in- 
spect the working of her engines. Her engines had 
been running for forty-eight hours, and were mak- 
ing sixty-one revolutions a minute in the afternoon.

EXCELLENT addresses were delivered to the grad- 
uating class at Annapolis by the Hon. Jobn Bigelow, 
on behalf of the Board of Visitors, and by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. In concluding bis remarks the 
Secretary said: ‘‘ Without the intelligent co-ope1 a- 
tion of the civil authorities the Navy would be crip- 
pled. Unfortunately during the past 10 or 20 years 
we have made little change in’ our implements, 
though there have been changes made elsewhere. 
But in the last few years the whole country has 
awakened to the realization of our condition in this 
regard, and [ firmly believe that you will not long 
lave to wait [applause] before you will be able to 
walk the decks of ships fit to carry the American 
flag. [Deafening applause.] But it is a matter of 
time, study and preparation. Such has been the 
ebaracter of the last year. But the gentlemen of 
the Navy are awake to the necessities, and they are 
determined that for the future, without any refies- 
tion upon the past, what will be done will be the 
best that can be done, and you will be furnished 
with the best of implements. [Applause.] When 
that time comes we can look each other in the face 
and hold up our heads, instead of looking the other 
way.” [Loud applause.) 








A CORRESPONDENT of the World claims that Mr. H. 
Y. Castver,a New York chemist, has developed a 
process by which he confidently expects to produce 
sodium at about 25 cents a pound, or $500 per ton. 

With sodium at 25 cents u pound the problew of 
cheap aluminium seems solved, and with magnesium 
silicon, and koron, all of which depend upon sodium 
for their manufacture. Three pounds of sodinm are 
necessary to reduce one pound of aluminium; from 
its chloride; so when sodium can be had for 25 cents 
a pound, aluminium should not cost over $2 a pound, 

or but slightly more than tin at 50 cents a pound, as 
a cubic foot of alaminium weighs 166 pounds, while 

the same bulk of tin will weigh 445 pounds. Above 

all other metals, aluminium possesses the property of 

forming alleys of great variety and extreme usetful- 
ness. The alloy known as “aluminium bronze,” con- 
sists of copper 90 per cent. and aluminium 10 per 
cent.

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THE ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


THE Army Appropriation bill was passed by the 
Senate on Saturday last without debate, and in pre- 
cisely the same form as reported from the Senate 
Appropriation Committee the day previous. The 
amendments recommended by the committee were 
given briefly in last week’s JOURNAL, but we repeat 
them here to show the differences between the two 
Houses, which will have to be reconciled in confer- 
ence committee. The clause for extra-duty pay to 
enlisted men as passed by the House was stricken 
out, and the following substituted: 


For pm pa | pay to enlisted men on duty in hospitals 
and as clerks and messengers at Headquarters, $85,847.59. 


The following clause relating to mileage was 


stricken out: 


Provided, That in disbursing this allowance the maximum 
sum to be allowed and shall be 4 cents per mile, distance 
to be computed over the shortest usually travelled routes, 
and, in addition thereto, the cost of transportation actually 
paid, exclusive of slee or parlor car fare, but in no case 
shall the whole amount paid exceed 8 cents a mile. 


The whole paragraph making provision for the 
Subsistence Department was stricken out, and the 
following inserted in lieu thereof: 


For rations for 25,000 enlisted men, 1,000 civil employee&, 65 
contract surgeons, 160 hospital matrons, 275 mil con- 
victs, 750 prisoners of war (including such Indian p 
as are captured but whose subsistence is not otherwise ap-

The words ‘but in no case at a greater rate of 
pay than is fixed by law,” which appeared in the 
clause providing extra duty pay to soldiers employed 
under the Quartermaster Department upon the con. 
struction of barracks, quarters, and other constant 
labor, was stricken out. Underthe head of ‘Army 
transportation” the following proviso at the end of 
the clause was stricken out: 

: Provided, That the whole number of civilian employees 
including agents, superintendents, mechanics, packers, team. 
sters, and trainmasters, paid trom the appropriation for 
transportation of the ee! shall not, at any one time here- 
after, exceed 1,000, nor shall any of said employees be graded 


for salary above fourth class clerks as graded and fixed in 
Army Regulations. 


The proviso limiting the sum to be paid civilian 
employees of the Quartermaster’s Department, was 
amended to read as follows: 

And provided further, That no more than $1.500,000 of the 
sums appropriated by this act shall be paid out for services 
of civilian employees of the Quartermuster’s Department, 
including those heretofore paid out of the funds appropri: 
ated for regular suprlies, incidental expenses, barracks, and 
quarters, Army transportation, clothing, and camp anc gar- 
rison equipage; and that no employee paid therefrom shall 
receive as salary more than $150 per month, unless the same 
#hali be specifically fixed by law. 

The proviso that no civilian employee shall be 
graded for salary above fourth class clerks is, it 
will be observed, stricken out wherever it appears. 
The words ‘‘and no part of any of the moneys so 
appropriated shall be paid for commutation of fuel 
and for quarters to officers or enlisted men,” under 
the head of barracks and quarters, were stricken 
out, as were also the items of $20,000 for quarters 
for veterinary surgeons, post quartermasters, com- 
missary and ordnance sergeants, and $10,000 for 
| chapels, schoolhouses, and libraries. The item for 
construction and repair of hospitals was increased 
from $100,000 to $125,000. The sum of $200,000 


| for medical supplies was increased to $220,000, and 


the words ‘including disinfectants,” added to the 
list of supplies. The following limitation was also 
added to this clause:

000. The latter item as amended reads as follows: 


For manufacture of arms at national armories, $400,000: 
Provided. That not mure than $65,000 of the money so appro- 
priated for the Ordnance Department, in all its branches, 
Shall be applied to the payment of civilian clerks in said De- 
partment. 


The following item for the Signal Service was 


added: 

For expenses of the Signal Service of the Army as follows: 
Purchase, equipment, and repair of field electric telegraphs; 
signal equipments and stores; binocular glasses, telescopes, 
heliostats, and other necessary instruments, including abso- 
lutely necessary meteorological instruments for use on tar- 


get ranges; telephone apparatus and maintenance, $5.500.

HELIOGRAPHIC SIGNALLING [N THE FIELD. 


A CORRESPONDENT favors us with an account of 
what has been accomplished in signalling in Arizona 
and New Mexico by the heliograph system, to estab- 
lish which a number of men belonging to the Signal 
Corps, U. S. Army, were recently sent to Arizona. 
The plan was to establish on a number of prominent 
peaks signal stations from which by means of tele- 
scopes and field glasses a thorough watch could be 
kept over the country. Thus the movements of 
hostile Indians could be speedily communicated to 
the military posts with which the line of stations 
should be connected and troops be sent in pursuit 
without delay. 

The instrument used almost exclusively is the 
heliograph, or a plane mirror by means of which a 
strong flash of sunlight can be thrown to a distant 
station. Tothis mirror are attached suitable ad- 
justing screws for keeping the flash for any length 
of time in one direction, notwithstanding the move- 
ment of the sun. By means of a key, like a tele- 
graph key, attached to the back, the glass can 
be moved through a.small angle and the flash thus 
thrown on or off the distant station. - The Morse 
alphabet is used: the dot is a short, quick flash 
made by a momentary depression of the key; the 
dash is a long flash made by holding the key down 
for afew seconds. The instrument is particularly 
adapted for use in a cloudless country like Arizona, 
Though theoretically there is no limit to the distance 
over which the heliograph may be used except the 
rotundity of the earth’s surface, there is no advan- 
tage in having stations very far apart. The average 
distance is from twenty-five to forty miles. 

The Signal Service men sent to Arizona have been 
employed since their arrival in teaching capaole 
men of the line how to use the heliograph, or have 
been themselves placed in charge of heliograph 
stations. Under the direction of the acting signal 
officer, Bowie District, a line has been established 
extending from Fort Bowie to the Santa Rita Moun- 
tains, which will soon be completed to Calabasas. 
The stations in order with approximate distances 
between them are as follows: No. 1, at Fort Bowie; 
No. 2, Helen’s Dome (3 miles) ; No. 3, White’s 
tanch (20 miles) ; No. 4, Swisshelm Mountains (15 
miles) ; No. 5, Antelope Springs (22 miles) ; No. 6, 
at Rucker Cafion (out of the direct line) ; No. 7, 
Fort Huachuca (32 miles) ; No. 8, Santa Rita Moun- 
tains (30 miles). Nos. 9 and 10, completing the line, 
will be at Patagonia Mountains and Calabasas. 

Messages are sent from one end to thé other of 
this line of heliograph stations with entire success, 
and some information of considerable importance 
regarding the movement of Indians has already 
been transmitted. It has therefore passed beyond 
the experimental stage, as it has already proved of 
value, If a sufficient number of stations are estab- 
lished in those parts of the country where there are 
no telegraph lines, it is believed that the Apaches 
will forsake the field, as all their movements will 
become known. 

Another system is also in operation, extending 
from Deming to Separ, N. M., which will- probably 
soon be connected with the Arizona stations. 








THE class graduated from the Military Academy 
this year is the largest with one exception that has 
ever been graduated, and that from the Naval 
Academy one of the smallest. To the class just 
graduated from West Point one hundred and four 
cadets were admitted in July, 1882, and twenty-five 
in September, or in all one hundred and twenty- 
nine. Of these seventy-six received their diplomas 
last week, and one, who was unfortunate enough to 
be drawn into an altercation which subjected him 
to punishment, will receive his a little later on. At 
Annapolis one hundred entered in 1882, and of 
these twenty-five have just been graduated, The 
proportion graduated at West Point is nearly sixty 
per cent, and at Annapolis twenty-five per cent, The 





difference is partly due to indulgence by the young 
gentlemen at the Naval Academy in the pastime of 
hazing, which seems to have an especial fascination 
for the novitiate naval officer as one of those ‘‘ joys 
seasoned high and tasting strong of guilt.” We 
observe that our contemporary of the Admiralty 
Gazette is greatly moved by the harsh discipline to 
which naval cadets are subjected on its side of the 
water. It says: 


There are few who can help feeling indignant when they 
read of a poor boy or girl being sent to prison for pilfering 
a turnip or gathering a few primroses, and probably most 
men at such a moment would willingly lenda hand to put 
the “stingy prosecutor” or the “* hardhearted magistrates” 
under a pump for a few minutes. Yet such cases are not 
more deserving of sympathy in the eyes of the general pub- 
lic than that in which some young fellow, just out of his 
teens, is dismissed the service, disgraced for Jife,or con- 
demned to lose time and seniority for putting his foot 
through a door or for singing a song onaSunday. The 
crime would be no crime, if it were not forthe system and 
the circumstances under which it is committed : and therein 
lies the mischief. The remedy for what a correspondent 
calls “this cruel and unsatisfactory state of things” is not 
far to seek, and simply consists in treating the Greenwich 
students as much as possible in the same way as they would 
be treated in any other college. The circumstances are 
different in many ways; but there is no getting over the 

uestion of age. Without in any way deteriorating from 
their future value as naval officers, or in any way affecting 
their social or naval status and prosperity, this might be 
done. The public do not want to hear, and ought not to 
hear, the little peccadillos of our young Nelsons blazed 
abroad and commented upon by the press. Such a proceed- 
ing is undignified to the individuals concerned, as well as to 
the navy in general. 


THE English Secretary of State for War in Par- 
liament characterized the recent statements of the 
Admiralty Gazette concerning the English Ordnance 
Department as ‘‘wild and vague charges of gross 
corruption against officers, the exaggerated and pre- 
posterous nature of which charges conveyed their 
own refutation.” To this the Gazette replies : 


We ey and earnestly assure him that our charges 
are strictly true, and we call upon him to do hisduty. There 
is no error in our article, except that the holding of Sir Thos. 
Farrer in Armstrong and Co. is £6,000,and not £10,000, as a 
printer’s error made itappear. We contirm the whole of 
the other statements made in these columns, and beg to re- 
fer the Secretary of State for War to the archives of Somer- 
set House for the list of shareholders In the Elswick Com- 
pany. That charges may possibly be brought against indi- 
viduals of so gross a nature as to carry their own refutation 
is, no doubt, true; but those contained in our article consist 
of provable facts, and a mere display of virtuous indignation 
is no reply to them. Isit, or isit not true, that certain offi- 
cials, named by us last week, held shares in the Elswick 
Company? Were they shareholders at a time when they 
were Officially ina position to influence large orders being 
given by Government to that firm? And did that firm alone 
secure those orders, to the exclusion of other large ordnance 
firms? Will Mr. Campbell-Bannerman be good enough to 
answer these questions? The modern Ordnance Depart- 
ment official ought no longer to be allowed to trade on his 
presumed spotiessness, and, when taxed with corrupt prac- 
tices, he should, like other persons, be called upon to prove 
his innocence, the virtuous indignation trick having been 
played out. Let Mr. Campbell-Bannerman have a Royal 
Commission appointed to inquire into the working of the 
Ordnance Department, and we pledge our word that we will 
substantiate the statements made in cur article of last week, 
and not only those, but charges of even a graver nature. 


The Engineer holds that if England is behind in 
quantity, she is really ahead of other Powers in the 
quality of her guns. It says: 


In 1876 the Armstrong 100-ton muzzle-loading gun was 
fired at Spezia with about 33,000 foot-tons energy. In 1879 
Krupp witha 7l-ton gun obtained 34,500 foot tons; but by 
this time an Armstrong muzzle-loading 100-ton gun had ac- 
complished 43,920 foot tons. Tn 18% the Armstrong breech 
loading 100-ton gun achieved 46,640 foottons. Krupp’s gun 
was, for its weight, a remarkable one; but it was lone, we 
believe, a solitary experimental piece. Armstrong has for 
years been delivering 100-ton guns, which are mounted for 
service in the Italian war ships Duilio, Dandolo, Italia, and 
issued for the Lepanto. Krupp has now made four 119-ton 
guns, said to commandan energy of 46,061 foot tons; but 
there is some delay about their actual delivery, and they are 
not yet expected. In the meantime Elswick has gone on 
with 105-ton gunsin progress for the Lauria, Doria and 
Morisini, twelve in all; and two 110-ton guns for the British 
Benbow, the latter to have an energy of 61,190 foot tons. 
Krupp has very excellent long guns of smaller bore, but so 
have we: and if experimental guns are to be taken we might 
instance our steel wire or riband guns, and we know of 
nothing that comes near them in power in proportion to 
weight. The service standard is, however. more sure. It is 
right to insist on this fact when so many of us are 
ready to run down what we have ourselves. We might go 
further, and say that in price as in power we stand ahead of 
all. Our power is greater, Our price is lower than that of 
German guns, and no others can yet be compared with ours. 








THE commanding officer, 21st Infantry, inquires 
whether or not the commanding officer of a regi- 
ment, on his own motion, has power to reduce to 
the ranks a non-commissioned officer without the 
recommendation of his company commander. He 
calls attention to the following phrase on the war- 
rant of a non-commissioned officer: ‘‘ This warrant 
to continue in force during the pleasure of the 
commanding officer of the regiment for the time 
being.” The question arose in the case of 1st Ser- 
geant HENRY BeRckHorr, Co. D, 21st Infantry, 
against whom complaint was made for cruelly ne- 
glecting his child. Colonel Morrow commenting 
upon the case stated that Sergeant BeRcKHOFF has 
been connected with more than one transaction ofa 
dishonorable character; that his company com- 
mander takes no notice of his dishonorable conduct, 
and that the sergeant by his own statement virtually 
confesses the truth of the charge. Colonel MoRRow 
says if he has the power to reduce Sergeant Bercx- 
HoFF to the ranks he shall exercise it, Upon this 





paper the Department makes the following endorse- 
ment : 


A. R. 172 says: Non-commissioned officers may be re- 
duced by sentence of Court-martial, or by order of the com- 
mander of the regiment on the application of the company 
commander. ... 

On March 11, 1885, the Lieut.-General disapproved a request 
ot C. O., 2d Inf., that this paragraph be amended so as to 
leave the power of reduction in the hands of the regimental 
commander.

THE Senate Committee on Military Affairs at its 
meeting on Tuesday, decided to request the Presi- 
dent to withdraw the nominations of Lieutenants 
STEEVER and MorGAN and send in instead the name 
of Lieutenant Simpson. This is probably the solu- 
tion of the STEEVER-MORGAN promotion puzzle. 
Lieutenant Smmpson will now get the promotion to 
the original vacancy to which the Senate previously 
refused to.confirm him; MorGAN will go up to a 1st 
Lieutenancy, via him, and Lieutenant STEEVER will 
receive his Captaincy via CRAWFORD. 








WE regret to learn that there is room for only six- 
teen of the thirty-nine six y@sr gradnates of the 
Naval Academy. At least twenty-five vacancies 
were expected. July 1, 1885, there were on the list 
eighty who were ensigns at date of passage of act of 
June 20, 1884. The Department considered these men, 
as far as promotion was concerned, a separate and 
independent grade from those who were by the 
act of June 20, 1884, placed on exactly the same 
footing. It is held that until the eighty are reduced 
to seventy-five, there should be one promotion for 
every second vacancy, while for vacancies occurring 
below the eighty. there shall be one promotion for 
every vacancy. The number of vacancies oc- 
curring in the first eighty ensigns was eighteen. 
To reduce this eighty to seventy-five required ten 
vacancies for which five promotions were made. 
Ten vacancies bemg taken up in reducing the 80 to 
75, there would be eight vacancies left, which, as 
the Department argues, should be filled at the rate 
of one promotion for every vacancy. Thus the va- 
cancies occurring in these, eigthy ensigns, according 
to the Department’s construction, give 8x5—13 ac- 
tuul vacancies to be filled. The vacancies occurring 
in the number of ensigns below 80 have been three 
during the year, and for these also the Department 
proposes to make one promotion for every vacancy. 
The manner of arriving at this result may be shown 
thus: 5 promotions to reduce the original ensigns 
from 80 to 75, requiring 10 vacancies; 8 promotions, 
man for mun,after original ensigns had been reduced; 
3 promotions to vacancies in what was the grade of 
jr. ensigns, man for man; 16 promotions, 21 vacancies. 
These vacancies are due to the promotion of En- 
sigus Rose, Pond, McLean, Chambers, Reynolds, Gil- 
more, Tappan, Piepmeyer, Gove, Coffman, Hannum, 
Henderson, Griffin and Mulligan; the resignations 
of Bibb, Canfield, Drayton, Duncan and MeNutt, 
and the dismissal of Jeffries. It has also been deter- 
mined by the Secretary of the Navy, that the exist- 
ing vacancies in the Engineer Corps should be filled 
by promotion from the cadet engineer graduates of 
1881 and 1882, who were rece.tly restored to the Ser- 
vice by decisions of the courts. In theevent of the 
passage of the bill now pending before Congress for 
the appointment of these cadet engineers as assist- 
ant engineers, independent of the vacancies now ex- 
isting, these five places will, of course, be allotted to 
naval cadets. The cadet engineers seem quite hope- 
ful of get.ing their bill through before the session 
closes. 








As To the report of a definite introduction of a 
repeating rifle into the German service, L* Avenir 


Militaire says: 

We have been always more or less skeptical as to this 
rumor. I[t is our belief that experiments have been con- 
ducted on the other side of the Vosges as on our own, but 
that there, as here, they have not furnished a thoroughly 
satisfactory solution. That our impression is well founded 
the reader will probably concede by the extract which fol- 
lows from an article in Neue Preussische Kreuz Zeitung of 
April ll. It is practically obvious from this article that the 
German authorities, decided as we are as to the theoretical 
qualities of the arm of the future, have also, as in our case, 
not advanced in material realization of the new equipment 
beyond the tentative stage. 

Our foreign contemporary reviews om agp A a recent 
brochure from the pen of a Prussian officer, entitled * The 
Smal! Arm cf the Present and the Future,” a work that has 
caused a greatsensation in Germany. The conclusions of 
this author are that the desiderata of the coming arm are: 1. 
The construction of a detachable magazine permitting the 
soldier to supply the cartridges to the otherwise single-shot 
breechloader, and thus to transform it into a repeater. It is 
true they have succeeded in producing a so-called repeating 
arm which answers the conditions of a revolver; but 
similar success has not been attained with the rifie having 
the ne detachable—it not yet having the effectiveness 
demanded fora perfect fighting arm ; 2. The ruction 
of a repeater possessing a flat trajectory. 

We do not think it necessary to translate thesome- 
what extended, though by no means new, suggest- 
ions as to this last requirement. As to the necessity 
of the detachable magazine, the author is well-in- 
formed and judicious, To our mind, however, the 


perfyction of a repeater possessing such a magazine 





bas already been reached in the Lee, which.as q 
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single-shot breechloader is probably the best in the 
world, and, with its possibilities in the way of a re- 
peater, unequalled by any competitor. The objeo- 
tion made to the Lee detachable magazine by Eu- 
ropeans is that the Lee magazine carries but five 
cartridges. This objection has been met by the per- 
fection of a supplementary, or occasional, magazine 
for the Lee which has a capacity of ten cartridges. 
Its inventor, whose name we are not at liberty at 
present to give, isa gallant soldier and expert in 
small arms. 

It should be remembered that the article in Neue 
Preussische Kreuz Zeitung preceded by some six 
weeks the statements quoted from at least three 
Prussian journals, that the three imperial arsevals 
had already commenced the production of the re- 
peating equipment, and this statement agrees, both 
as tothe model said to have been selected and the 
capacities of the armories, with personal informa- 
tion in which we have great confidence. We find a 
similar statement in our English contemporaries of 
Jane 5. 


“ALL roads lead to Rome,” and we are glad to 
learn that General Sherman, who started for St. 
L puis, brings up finally at New York. Before com- 
inz here he will take a trip to the Pacific Coast. 
With bis daughter Lizzie, he leaves St. Louis for San 
Francisco on the Ist of July prox., stopping at the 
Palace Hotel in that city until the adjournment of 
the encampment of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, August 2-7 next. The Geaeral will go to 
Oregon probably by land, then to Tacoma, Seattle, 
Victoria, ete., returning eastward by the Canada 
Pacific as far as Winnipeg, whence he turns south to 
Rock Island, Ill., for the meeting of the Society of 
tie Army of the Tennessee September 15 and 16. 
Meantime General Sherman will send to New York 
his desks and office furniture, with the official and 
private record, in charge of Mr. I. M. Barrett, his 
clerk, who can answer any questions. He will spend 
next winter with bis family at the 5th Avenue Hotel, 
and Colone! Hodges will provide a place for Mr. 
Barrett at the Army Building. Mrs. Sherman, Miss 
Rachel, and Camp, the yuvungest son, will pass most 
ofthe summer at Marietta, Pa., where the General’s 
daughter Elly is. His son will enter Yale College in 
September, when Mrs. Sherman and Miss Rachel will 
go to the 5th Avenue Hotel to await the General’s 
coming. 














From an article in a German review on Spottnamen 
in that Service, we find that the Guards are nick- 
named Sheep (Hammel). The Cavalry style the In- 
fantry collectively Sand-hares (Sandhasen), Sand- 
waddlers (Sandlatscher), and Furrow-jumpers 
(Furchenhopfer), which the Infantry wildly re- 
tahate by calling the Cavalry Grooms. The Guards 
allude to the Infantry of the Line as Field-rats 
(Feldratzen); the Cavalry are Mealsacks (Mehlsitcke); 
the Hussars Packthread (Bindfaden); the Pioneers 
Moles (Maulwtirfe), and the Pontoon Train are called 
the Water-rats (Wasserratten). The Artillery are 
nicknamed the Astronomers (Sternkticker), from the 
analogy between a gun and a telescope, and Cow- 
soldiers (Kuhsoldaten). The wit and appropriateness 
of these titles are not apparent to a foreigner. 








Tue hospital stewards of the Army are still ham- 
mering away at Congress for the increase of pay to 
which they are so justly entitled. The petition 
basket receives.a numnber of memorials every day 
from them, in which strong appeals,are made for 
the passage of S. 1119, which has passed the Senate 
and is now pending in the House Committee. If is 
the intention of General Bragg to move favorable 
action upon this bill upon his return to the city. 








Tue June number of the Marine Engineer, Lon- 
don, has an able editorial on the bursting of the Col- 
lingwood’s 43-ton gun, which, we should think, the 
English Government ought to heed, as some of their 
later ships have been armed with similar guns. 
When it is 30 well known to foreign powers and ex-. 
perts in Naval ordnance, that the fluid compressed 
steel of Sir Joseph Whitworth’'s is superior to all 
others for ordnance except, perhaps, Krupps, it is 
surprising to us that the British Admiralty should 
still continue to adhere to their present system of 
gun manufacture which is so defective. We mention 
this that our cousins across the water may spur up 
aud reach the highest standard of efficiency in the 
construction of their ordnance. 








Tne five Pratt and Whitney machine-guns ordered 
of thé Pratt and Whitney Company, at Hartford, 
by the U.S. Ordnance Department are completed 
and have been inspected. These guns have two 
especial improvements over any previously con- 
structed, a most ingenious device for traversing the 
piece and the most perfect sighting system we have 
ever seéh, even int the best sporting rifles. The in- 
spéction réport is very favorable. Withiv a few 
weeks, Mr. Parkhut#t, Whd designed thé best fea- 
ture of the’ ofiginal Gardner, will have ready for 
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trial a new gun eliminating all the details of that in- 
vention credited to Gardner, and being a much 
handsomer and lighter construction than the pres- 
ent Pratt and Whitney or improved Garduer. 





THE announcement of the Denver Convention of 
the American Society af Civil Engineers states that 
the time of leaving Grand Central Depot, New 
York, is 10 a. m., June 29. The route is over the Chi- 
cago, Burlington, and Quincy R. R. west of Chicago, 
The estimated expense is about $60 for the round 
trip from New York to Denver and return, depend- 
ing somewhat on the number going, and this in- 
cludes transportation and one berth ina sleeper. A 
remittance of $20 must accompany the order for ac- 
commodations. 











Tue Second Comptroller this week disallowed two 
vouchers in the accounts of Capt. C. F. Humphreys, 
A. Q. M., at San Fraucisco, for the fiscal year 1885, 
amounting to $900, and three vouchers amounting to 
$400 in the accounts of Capt. John Simpson, A. Q. M. 
at San Antonio, for the same year, because the 
money was expended for the purchase of street car 
tickets for the use of civil employees at the posts in 
going to and from their residences. 








lr has been reported that an important change 
would soon be made in the cavalryarm. This is 
denied positively at Army Headquarters, where it is 
stated that no change is contemplated. It is thought 
that the report probably arose from the fact that a 
thousand experimental carbines a little longer than 
the old style have been recently constructed and 
are now being issued for trial. 








A SALUTE was fired from Governor's Island on 
Friday morning as the eighth annual compliment- 
ary excursion of the Veteran Soldiers and Sailors of 
New York and vicinity passed the island. The Hon$ 
John H. Starin deserves warm praise for his annual 
liberality in providing this excursion. The affair 
was under the charge of an executive committee, of 
which Colonel John W. Jacubus was Chairman and 
Wm. J. Trimble Secretary. 








Tue House in the Committee of the Whole on 
Thursday, opened an interesting debate on the 
Naval Appropriation BiJl, which we shall report 
next week. 


GRADUATING DAY AT WEST POINT. 


THE usual programme was followed on graduat- 
ing day at the Military Academy: Prayer by Chap- 
lain Postlethwaite; an address by Gen. Gibbon, and 
briefer ones by the Secretary of War and Governor 
Nicholls, of the Board of Visitors, and a word from 
Gen. Sheridan. The diplomas were presented by the 
Secretary. Gen. Gibbon opened his address by the 
narration of some of his cadet experiences. e de- 
scribed an encuunter be had when on duty at the 
Academy with three cadets who were crossing the 
river on the ice. He said: “Two of them used their 
capes to such a poor purpose that | easily recognized 
them as 2d Class men, and ordered them back to 
eadet limits, Tbe tbird, with strategic instincts, 
used his cape so effectually that not even his nose 
wus visible. The 2d Class men were court-martialed, 
and barely escaped dismissal. lafterwards discov- 
ered the third wasaplebe. All three rose to high 
ravk in the militarvservice,and tbe plebe practiced 
ou many a hard fought field the bold strategic ideas 
thus early implanted in his young mind, and to-day 
is a living example of what a devilish big general 
can be made out of a little devil of a cadet.” 
Though no names were meationed we imagine that 
if Gen. Merritt were sharply cross-examined, infor- 
mation as to the identity of this “little devil of a 
cadet’”’ might be obtained from him. 

Gen. Gibbon condemned the practice of “devilling 
plebes,”’ for which forty years ago any one above a 
3d class man would lose caste. He described a roll 
call in his day of a company headed by Sacket, and 
imagined the scene if some wizard could have then 
forecasted the future of the members of the class. 
Coming to Fitz John Porter, he said: ‘Corporal Por- 
ter (and here the wizard might we pause, before be 
said) you will be the great military martyr of your 
age. After rising to the highest rank in the Army 
by distinguished gallantry on the field of battle. you 
will be stricken down by a heartless calumny; dis- 
missed in disgrace from the Service you honor, and 
made to suffer many anxious years of ugony and 
shame. But don’t mean yous head, sir! Remember 
that truth is mighty and will prevail; that you tive 
in a free, just country, and when the light of truth 
shallillumivate thr page of history, and show forth 
the true character of your actions, and the vile 
means made use of to destroy you, your country- 
men will do you justice! And remember, above all 
things, that one whois acquitted by the deliberate 
judgment of a Grant, a Schofield,a Terry and a 
Getty, can well afford to stund up against the 
charges of any and every accuser.”’ 

General Gibbon described his own experience in 
being deJayed one year in entering the Academy 
because of a difference of opinion with tne Aca- 
demic Board on the subject of spelling, and his be- 
ing subsequently turned back because he had a date 
of his own for the Declaration of Independence and 
independent notions as to the grammar of a language 
which, with the help of Grant White, he subse- 
quently discovered had no grammar. He renewed 
the objections he has urged on previous ovcasions to 
the standard of admission, and though the members 
of the Academic Board present were aching to 
answer him they bad no opportunity. It was his 
innings this time. He concluded by welcoming the 

duates to the Army, urging them to “do duty 
Geceme it is duty.” “don’t quivble or raise nts 
on orders;” to remember that the country is goy- 











erned by law, knowledge of which is essential toa 
proper performance of military duty. ‘ Lack of re- 
spect for law,” besaid, *‘appears to bea growing evil,” 
In this portion of his address he said: * A distin- 
guished graduate of nearly 60 years ago, onewho had 
bravely fought for the flag of this Union, and shed 
his blood in its defence; at various times high in its 
councils as Congressman, Senator. and Secretary of 
War, und the President of the Commission created 
by Act of Congress to examine into the organiza- 
tion, system of discipline und course of Instruction 
at this Academy; now a feeble old man, tottermg 
ou the verge of the grave, declares himself, in 
querulouss tones as unrepentant, and sorry 
that he failed to rend this glorious galaxy 
of ours into two hostile parts! As Ameri- 
cans we are tempted in such a case to deplore 
that freedom of speech is guaranteed by the 
Constitution of our country. But such is the law, 
and to disregard it in the one case would not only be 
a violation of law, but it would silence the tongues 
of thousands who, after bravely fighting us on the 
battlefield for four long, bloody years, now rejoice 
with us that they did not ~ucceed in tearing this 
country into two or more hostile factious.”’

There are vacancies forall but eight ot the grad- 
ates, and these will have to be appointed additional 
2d Lieutenants. A selection from the line to fill the 
vacancy in the Adjutant General's Department and 
oue in the retired list will reduce the number to six.

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RECENT DEATHS, 


DAvip VAN NostRAND, the well-known publisher, 
of New York City, died June 14. His health had 
peen feeble for a year, and he had been confined to 
his house since January. Bornin New York in De- 
cember, 1811, he was 15 years of age when he en- 
tered the bookstore of John P. Haven. He remained 
with Mr. Haven until about 1834, when, with Wm. 
B. Dwight, he established a new house under the 
name of Van Nostrand and Dwight. In 1837 the 
partnership was dissolved, and Mr. Van Nostrand 
was employed for some time by Gen. J. G. Barnard, 
U.S. A., who was then directing the construction 
of the fortifications at New Orleans. Mr. Van Nos- 
trand’s tastes were literary and inclined toward 
scientific studies, and his connection with military 
and professional men gave him an opportunity to 
extend his researches. His orders to import foreiga 
pooks for military officers and others began to in- 
crease, and he settled ia business in this city again 
at Jobn street and Broadway, opposite the corner 
where Mr. Haven's store had been. His place soon 
became the resort of military and scientific men. 
During the War he did a large business in military 
books and published many works, but after the 
close of the War he turned his attention once more 
to scientific publications. Mr. Van Nostrand was 
one of the earliest members of the Union League 
Club, and for a long time took an active part in its 
affairs. He was also a member of the Century Club 
and of the St. Nicholas and Holland societies. He 
was twice married, but leaves no children. His sec- 
ond wife survives him. 

ASSISTANT ENGINEER HENRY E. RHOADES, U. 8S. 
Navy, retired, who bas been in poor health for some 
years, died at Ramsey’s, N. J., June 16, in his sixty- 
fourth year. For a long time before the war he was 
employed as chief engineer on large steamsh‘ps, and 
on the 10th of June, 1862, was appointed Acting Ist 
Assistant Engineer, U.s. Navy. July 25, 1863, he 
was dismissed, but was appointed an Acting 3d 
Assistant Engineer February 11, 1865, honorably 
discharged October 3 of that year. again reap- 
pointed December 19, 1866, mustered out April 23, 
1869, appointed Assistant Engineer March 8, 1871, and 
placed on the retired list Devember 30, 1874.

PASSED ASSISTANT ENGINEER LUTHER R. HARVEY, 
U. S. N., who died at the Naval Hospital, Mare 
Island, Cal., June 11, was appointed 3d Assistant En- 
gineer February 28, 1862, and served until 1865 on the 
gunboat Maratanza on the North Atlantic Station. 
Afterwards he served on the European and Asiatic 
Stations and at various home stations. He was pro- 
moted Passed Assistant Engineer Jan. 1, 1868. 


Tue Kansas Times, referring to the recent death 
of Captain D. H. Murdock, 6th Infantry, and to the 
reception of the news by General McCook at Fort 
Leavenworth, says: ‘“‘Had a thunderbolt entered 
the cffice of the commanding officer the shock could 
not have been much greater. An officer who was 
most highly esteemed by all officers and men of the 
regiment ; # man who possessed all the qualities of 
an American soldier, and a kind and loving husband 
and father, his uufortunate death will be not only a 
loss to his family of which he leaves a wife and 
child, but to the reziment and Army.

To his fellow-officers and the 
men of his command it came as a stroke of lightning 
comes, paralyzing their seuses and filling their hearts 
with a sense of loss too great for utterance. The 
many of our people who knew and loved the man 
for his sterling qualities of mind and heart, are 
stricken by the sad news, and thousands of heartfelt 
tears will mingle in common over his untimely 
grave. A man of the American people he won his

luck and energy, and adorned it with all the attri- 
utes ofa man and a gentleman. Exacting in the 

performance of duty, he was kind to womanliness 

to the erring, and no more sincere mourners will

end.” 


THE Charleston (S. C.) Sunday News, in a notice of 
the death of Lieut. Harry Hunt, U. 8. N., says: ‘The 
gallant boy looked death in the face without flinch- 
ing. But there was the very poetry of self-sacrifice 
In itall. When of his big manly voice there was left 
but a hoarse whisper, he called his father-in-law,Gep. 
Drum, to fis bedside, and said to him that he was 
Sure that as long as there were sailors of the Anglo- 
Saxon race there would continue to be Arctic expe- 
ditions, and that he was afraid that some of these 
new explorers might be tempted to use a new kind 
of slédge that had been invented and was strongly 
recommended. So, in what were literally his last 
hours, his dominant thought was to be useful to 
others. Harry Hunt was both a scientific sailor and 
& practical sailor, and how passionately hé joved his 
profession! It wags hi¥ dést¥é that He should bé 
carried to the grave by old sailors, and, of course, 


his wish was complied with. Nearly the last words 
he breathed on earth were these: ‘I'd like to be 
thought of as if I were away on along cruise where 
no one need worry. I don’t want to be mourned 1s 
if I wcre lost.’” 


Joun Patt Jones Davrson, who died at George- 
town, Cal., June 5. in his 99th year. served as War- 
rant Officer inthe U.S. Navy in the war of 1812, 
and previously under Commo. Bainbridge, with 
Capt. Decatur in the Algerine war witb the pirates 
in the Mediterranean. He was one of the party 
which helped burn the U.S. frigate Philadelphia, 
which bad fallen into the hands of the Bey of Al- 

iers. In 1822 be was avolunteer captain in the 

exican Navy, and served throughout the Mexican 
War. In the U.S. Navy, as Warrant Officer. he first 
visiied California in 1836, and then in 1848, since 
which time he has been on the Pacific Coast. He 
stood erect nearly 6 feet 4 inches, and was without a 
wrinkle, and his face up to within a few days of his 
death possessed the fullness and flush of youth. 


GrorGE E. YARDLEY, Secretary, U. 8S. Navy, a 
worthy gentleman and an efficient officer, died sud- 
denly at Washington June 13. Previous to 1873, Mr. 
Yardley served nine years and a half as rear admi- 
ral, captain and commandant’s clerk, and April 1, 
1873, was appointed secretary with rank of lieuteu- 
ant. The funeral took place on Tuesday, after 
which the body was taken to Burlington, N. J., for 
interment in the family vault. 


Mrs. E. A. Love, sister of Gen. James A. Ekin, U 
S. A. died at Pittsburg, Pa.. June 6, in the #4th year 
of his age. She was a granddaughter of Colonel 
stephen Bayard of the Revolutionary Army. 


Mr. Avucustus R. SHOLLENBERGER, father of 
lieut. J. H. Shollenberger, 10th U.S. Infantry, a 
prominent citizen of Hamburg, Pa., died at that 
place June 14, aged fifty-six. 

Mr. GrorGE TIFFANY, & son-in-law of the late 
Commodore M. C. Perry, U.S. N., died at Newport, 
R 1, June 16. 


RoBERT Rosse, a veteran of the War of 1812, died at 
Berlin, O., June 23, aged 104 years and 3 months. 








NAVAL BOARDS ORDERED. 


Tue Secretary of the Navy has appoiuted a board 
cf naval officers consisting of Capt. A. P. Cooke, 
Comdr. H. ©. Taylor, Lieut. Comdr. H. C. Stockton 
and Lieuts. J. F. Meigs and C. E. Colahan, ‘to ex- 
amine the ——— submitted by the Commander-in- 
Chief of the U. S. naval foree on the North Atlantic 
Station, relative to the drills renee ard carried out in 
the Gulf of Mexico by direction of the Department, 
with the view of making such recommendations as 
to future exercises for vessels and squadrons as 
may seem necessary and desirable. The Board wili 
also, by means of reports, and by obtaining informa- 
tion from naval officers, if necessary, inquire into 
the systems or methods now adopted and in use in 
the Navy for training and instructing officers and 
enlisted men, after they have left the Naval Acud- 
emy end apprentice training ships; and recommend 
such modifications or additions to the drills and in- 
struction as will be likely, in the opimion of the 
Board, to improve the efficiency of the Service.” 
The Board met at the Navy Department on Wed- 
nesday. 

The Secretary of the Navy last Saturduy appointed 
a Board, consisting of Capt. R. L. Meade, Naval 
Constructor Wm. L. Mintonye and Pay Director 
Edward May, to take an inventory of all stores and 
material at the various naval stations, under cogni- 
zince of the several bureaus of the Navy Depart- 
ment. The inventory will consist of: Ist, A stute- 
ment of the quantity of such stores or material on 
hand. 2d, The condition of such stores or material, 
the proportions which are serviceatle, such as are 
capable of being repaired, and that part which is un- 
serviceable or absolute. 3d, The proportion whieh 
eannot be profitably used or reworked, and which 
should therefore be appraised and sold in conformity 
with the act approved Aug. 5, 1882. 

In his instructions to the sevior member of the 
Board the Secretary says: “In every form of busi- 
ness there accumulate in the stock of materials, arti- 
eles which become unserviceable, either from dete- 
rioration ip quality or from the introduction of im- 
provements. It is the rule with all successful 
business men to keep such stock down to the least 
amount, and Iam desirous of disposing of the sur- 
plus and unserviceable material that the Depart- 
ment has on band (in conformity with law), because 
I believe that the loss from deterioratiov, and the 
eost of caring for such stock, involves a useless an- 
nual expenditure of the public money. Upon your 
application the commandants or commanding offi- 
eers of the navy-yards and stations, will order such 
inspectors and experts as you may ask for, to report 
to you for the purpose of aiding your Board in mak- 
ing the examination required by this order.”

DYNAMITE PROJECTILES. 


For the past fortnight, says the Alta California, 
the honest burghers of Temesval have been periodi- 
cally startled by heavy explosions, followed by 
clouds of smoke and dust arising from the vicinit 
of Lake Temescal, where, it appears, ex-Lieut. J. W. 
Graydon of the Navy is perfecting his dynamite 
projectile, for the manufacture of whicb a company 
bas been formed on this coast. Lieut. Graydon and 
Mr. De Stvyack demonstrated that a shell containing 
dynamite could be fired from a gun without being 
exploded on the occurrence of the discharge. Yes- 
terday the experimentalists were at a disadvantage, 
but therr first discharge satisfied the representatives 
of the Army. Col. Randol and Lieut. Bailey, U. 8. 
Army, that the problem had been solved. Six shells 
were fired, each loaded with 1% oz. of No. 1 dynae 
mite, 75 pe cent. nitro glycerine, only two of which 
exploded. The gun was very crude, being a 6-inch 
bore of Swedish steel bored out, with a toucbhole 
left for explosive purposes. Other experiments are 
to be tried with a gun furnished by the Army.

Capt. Quinn. 4th Infantry, recently in camp at 
the Bellevue Rifle Range, reports to Colonel Henry 
as follows: 

Companies B and I, 4th Infantry, returned this A. mM. from 
a nine days’ pra tice on the range after what I consider a 
very successful trial of your plan, viz., practice under direc- 
tion of company command -:rs for a stated period of consecu- 
tive days. hen you consider that one-third of the com- 
mand had no place on last year’s reports of target practice— 
several of my men were recruits and one onl = assigned 
to company —we have done good work. Co B as 20 marks- 
men, 20 Ist class. and one 2d class, with figure of merit of 
78.22. Co. K has 20 marksmen and 23 Ist class, with figure of 
merit of 78.26. 

Lieut. Hare, Division Inspector, has visited our 
range, and is much pleased with it. In fact, there is 
no nee place in the country, or more accessible 
to all. 

It is understood that Gen. Mason, at Fort Russel), 
gives the balf of each month to his command for 
target practice, and nothing else. One-third of this 
time, or about five days, one-third of the command 


9th will doubtless come out first, as they mean busi- 
ness. 

The present low stand of some is doubtless due to 
wasting time at 100 yards. With the present rifle 
this is time thrown away, and 200 is the place to be- 
gin, and aman who after a good gallery practice 
cannot make a first or second class score here ought 
to be kicked out.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


THE N&w YORK CAMP OF 1886. 


Tue camp of instruction opened to-day (June 19,) by the 
Mth Regt., of Brooklyn, will be conducted on the principle 
of a military post—an entirely new experiment among State 
troops, but doubtless a practical step in the right direction. 
Not only this, but the three battalion organization, which is 
so constantly and zealously, but vainly advocated in the 
Arey. will receive a practical test on the occasion. ere is 
nothiny original in this idea, so far as the State authorities 
are concerned, because it was in practice during our own 
war and has been used for years by nations most advanced 
in military science all over the world, but the present agita- 
tion to again introduce it in this country adds additional in- 
terest to the experiment. It furnishes also a furthe: proof 
of the practi sense of the Adjt.-Gen., Major-Gen. Josiah 
Porter, who has assumed command of the camp in person, 
and under whose experienced guidance the affair cannot 
turn out otherwise than successful. While the grounds have 
been put into a condition of thurough police, but little, if 
any, alteration has been made in the general arrangement of 
the camp, except that company streets have been arranged 
with a view to the accommodation of the battalion organiz- 
ation. The absence of the Rifle and Insp.-Gen’s. Depts. have 
reduced the number of tents in the general staff row, and 
the discontinuance of rifle practice will afford the troops 
more time for other duties which in former years, if not 
exactly neglected, had often to be hurried so as to 
but limited scope for thorough improvement. The order 
announcing the composition of battalions and designating 
their various er Ey published in the JoURNAL of 
two weeks ago, gives all the information necessary on that 
subject, and the next important thing is to see how they will 
acquit themselves in their new positions. ile :n certain 
circles fault is found with some of the sciections, we are 
confident that the authorities chose tbe best material avail- 
able, and there is no doubt that all will prove very zealous 
and desirous to make a success of their brief admi tion 
With an accomplished commander and a — staff 
this seems to be a matter beyond question. It is certain 
that the whole affair will be carried out on the most prac- 
tical basis, and those who come to camp for horse play, 
pyrotechnics, sham parades, etc., will find themselves p- 

yinted. A new supply of camp and garrison equipage has, 
Rowever, been procured, ai.d as the culinary arrangements 
are again in charge of Messrs. Windhbolz and Yale, everybody 
will be made thoroughly comfortable, both with regard to 
the inner and outer mau. 

The routine of duty, although an active one, is by no 
means severe and g.ves the men plenty of time for recreation. 
It is as follows: Reveille, 5 A. M.: sick call, 5.15 A. M.; drill, 
5. 45 A. M.: recall, 7 A. M.; breakfast, 7.30 A. M.; guard mount- 
ing, 8.30 A. M.; drill, 9.25 A. M.; recall, 11.30 A. M.; dinner, 12.30 
P. M.; Ist sergeant’s call, 1.30 P. M.; supper, 6 P. M.; dress pa- 
rade, 20 minutes before sunset: retreat, at sunset; tattoo, 10 
P. M.; taps, 10.30 P. M 

Company by een Sundays at 9.30 A. M., and divine 
service at such hours as may be ordered by the commanding 
officers of regiments. No drillson Sundays. 

Schools of instruction will be ordered by commanding 
officers of regiments and battalions every afternoon (Sun- 
days and Fridays excepted) between first sergeant’s call and 
— parade or retreat, for officers and non-commissioned 
officers. 

Immediately after “early coffee and bread,” which will be 
served at reveille, the guard detail which came off duty the 
preceding day, will be assembled and will thoroughly police 
the camp, excepting only the grounds occupied for quarters 
of the companies and the guard, 

The 2d Separate Co.is detailed for duty at the camp as 
part of the 7th provisional battalion and the 28th Separate 
Co, retieved frum its tour atthe camp. Asst. Surg. Myron 
8S. Watkins will be replaced by Asst. Surg. M. L. Smith, 39th 
Separate Co. 

he Chief of Ordnance will exercise in camp a general 
supervision of _— property, the mess arrangements and 
the public buildings, provide transportation, have the camp 
prepared by June 19, and provide the necessary camp and 
garrison cquipage, horse qpneee, make the contract for 
subsistence, superintend the preparation of the meals and 
instruct the regimental and ttalion quartermasters and 
commissanes in the proper performance of their duties. 





THE NEW YORK STATE UNIFORM. 


A unirorM for Service must be comfortable, practical, 
light. and not encumbered with unnecessary appliances. It 
must withstand heat and cold, and rain or shine, and be of 
such material and shape as to be soldierly and neat and 
easily kept clean and in order. Every organization should 
be supplied with such a uniform and compelled to wear it 
whenever called out by the State. It should consist of a 
blue overcoat of the Army pattern, a forage cap, substan- 
-tiul and peat blue blouse and trousers. The present State 
uniform coat is neither fit for dress nor service in the field, 
and this fact has caused several regiments to adorn it with 
shoulder scales, white belts, and other additions of ques- 
tionable taste and utility. Organizations, however. do want 
to have something attractive, ornamental, and distinctive, 
and inasmuch as they provide these additional ornaments 
from their own funds, their esprit de corps, although some- 
what mistaken, should not be altogether frowned down. To 
provide each regiment with some distinctive mark has been 
the practice of every nation from times immemorial and ex- 
perience has shown here that the custom cannot be abol- 
ished without detriment to the Service. While we do not 
believe in defacing or avexing any uniform issued by the 
State, it is now plain that the Guard desire something more 
ornamental for occasion of ceremony than is provided at 
present as a Service uniform, and in accordance with this 
wish we think it would be well to change the present Se 
coat provided into a blouse as above suggested, abolish the 
grev overcoat in favor of a blue one, require the regiments 
to wear these urticles when called out tor service, and al- 
low each regiment to adopt and wear its own uniform for 
gala occasions. 





THE SEPARATE COMPANIES. 


As A rule, the rank and file of the various separate com- 

nies through the State are qemacees of superior material. 
Roveral of them also compare well with the ov organ- 
izations as regards instruction, bit the Yo fall below 
the standard in this respect, not for want o: neal and inter- 
est. but purely on account of their isolated locations. This 
deprives them of all contact with other troops, they have 
nw Opportunity to exchange ideas, false practices ually 
gain ground and become perpetuated, and in the end the 
companies sink into ruts from which they can only be lifted 
with great difficulty and much expense. This is now the 
case in numerous instances. Neither the annual visit of the 
Inspector who has only a few hours at his disposal to get 
through with his work,nor a tour at the camp at intervals of 
twe and three years can be expected to produce much good. 
At camp there is too much other work to admit of a very 
minute supervision of detail, and in this - - it 1s prin- 
cipaliy where these companies are wanting. The recent in- 
8 ions show that with few exceptions they are instructed 
on false principles, that all practical features of the tactical 
system are lost sight of, that their drill consists simply of a 
series of marching, that the skirmish drill, riot drill 
eté., are negl and that they would consequently be 
little use in case ofa sudden call upon them for active ser- 
vice, Their ignorance with to the firings is particul- 


to detail an energetic, practical, competent officer to make 
semi-annual! trips through the State to educate these com- 
— up to a correct 8 m of instruction, teaching them 

hat automatic precision in wheeling, marching and the 
manual, while very desirable, are only of secondary import- 
ance in comparison with the necessity that every soldier 
above all should be perfectly familiar with the handling and 
his weapon, and with the principles of guard duty 
and skirmish firing. The well-known zeal and desire to learn 
and do what is correct exhibited by both officers and meu of 
separate companies, would render the accomplishment of 
this task an easy matter and amplv pay the State for what- 
ever outlay may be involved in measure.

They could not have 
deported themselves more soldierly if they had been called 
to face a foreign enemy, and General Reece, Adjutant Gen. 
Vance, and the State of Illinois, may well feel proud of 
their State Nationa] Guard, for a finer, more soldierly and 
orderly and better uniformed and well drilled body of men 
cannot be produced by any State in the Union, none of the 
crack Eastern States excepted. 





MASSACHUSETTS. 


THE troops composing the Ist Brigade (the Ist, 2d and 6th 
Regiments of Infantry, Troop F of Cavaly, Battery B of 
Artillery and a Signal Corps), which went into camp on Tues- 
day, June 8, brokecamp on Saturday, June 12. The general 
verdict is that under the circumstances, and everything con- 
sidered, the affair turned out very successful. and that quite 
an improvement over former years was visible. The weather, 
although at times very hot, with occasional showers, was as 
a whole very favorable, and the exercises were continued 
without interruption according to orders. The numerical 
attendance was also quite satisfactory, the Ist and 6th Kegi- 
ments especially exhibiting a strength far beyond the aver- 
age New York regiments. The battery was out for the first 
time with its. two Gatlings, which are rather a novelty 
among the Massachusetts troops, and on this account and 
the superior quality of the horses it attracted more than 
usual attention. Its drill for a volunteer battery was quite 
creditable, and the Gatlings were fired. with a precision and 
rapiditv reflecting equal credit upon those who handled them 
when their mexperience is taken into consideration. The 
cavalry troop draws its contingent from nearly a dozen aif- 
ferent towns and villages, and it therefore very seldom has 
an opportunity to work together. Under these circum- 
stances it is hardly to be expected that it sheuld exhibit tac- 
tical precision of a very high order. Brg. Gen. Nat. Wales 
was incommand of the camp, but Adjt. Gen. 8. R. Dalton 
was present. The infantry practiced company and battal- 
ion drills, brigade and regimental guard duty, evening dress 
parade and rifle practice, the latter, however, only to a lim- 
ited extent, so far as the rank and file are concerned. Asa 
general thing drills of every description fell much below 
what is desired, while the parades formed one of the best 
features of the o—— The weakest spot of the whole was 
the manner in which guard duty was performed, and the ri- 
diculous scenes frequently witnessed, due sometimes to over- 
zeal, at others to slouchiness and carelessness, both com- 
bined with ignorance, showing that the importance of this 
branch of instruction is by no means appreciated. While it 
is hardly to be expected to see volunteer troops entirely fa- 
miliar with all its features,the limited progress from year to 
year, exhibited here as well as almost everywhere else, is as- 
tonishing, and only to be explained by the apathy and ignor- 
ance of the majority of the officers themselves. 

On the llth the Governor reviewed the brigade, and, 
although in many instances the details were defective, the 
regiments managed to execute the march past in fine style, 
with swinging step and solid alignments. 

With regard to the review a correspondent informs us that 
the guides in several regiments were not well instructed and 
entirely disregarded the markers indicating the wheeling 
points, that the distances between organizations in line were 
too large, that the band was behiad time in commencing to 
play, and that the salutes by officers in many cases were 
awkwardly executed. As an amusing feature he adds that 
when Gen. Wales after the standing review ordered in place 
rest the band and drum corps, with exception of the drum- 
major, who remained on his legs and kept strutting up and 
down in peacock style, lay down on the ground, The man- 
agement of bands is a difficult problem everywhere. 

There was target practice by the Gatling guns and heavy 
artillery drill at the mortars and 10-inch guns mounted at 
the camp ground. 

Less horse play and more careful supervision of the men 
in their bearing and actions, both on and off duty, would 
have made the camp much more successful. Yet everything 
considered the authorities have reason to be satisfied with 
what was attempted.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


We believe ‘t was De Tocqueville who described the 
quae of lawyers as the only aristocracy in America, and 
he feature of our political organization which excited his 
cone wonder 50 years ago was the power of the courts and 
the respect paid to the judiciary.

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the same tendency to enlarge the influence’ of the 
law-interpreting branch of administration. This tendency 
dates its development from the creation by Congress 
in 1862 of a judge advocate general’s department 
and the appointment of a civilian attorney as its head. It 
is fitting, therefore, that Colenel Winthrop should dedicate 
his work on Military Law to Brevet Major General Joseph 
Holt, U., 8. A., who, “as the first judge advocate general of 
the Army at the most critical period of our history, founded 
our military jurisprudence.” However impatient officers 
may be of what they may regard as an undue interference 
with their executive functions by the creation of a distimct- 
ively legal department in the Army, so long as there is such 
a department they must all recognize the importance of 
having its representatiyes well instructed. Hence the value 
and importance of Colonel Wintbrop’s work—important not 
alone to the members of his special corps but to all who are 
required to understand and interpret military law. Not all 
even of our Sa judge advucates, we fear, have 
“that general and expert knowledge of law asa science,” 
which, as the former head of their corps once said, ** can 
only be oe by professional education and experience;” 
but “familiarity with the principles and practice of the 
special and limited code known as the law military” is at 
least something ; and this it is the purpose of Colonel Win- 
throp’s book to give. Itis meant to supply the want of a 
comprehensive treatise on the science of Military Lew and 
has m in contemplation by its author since he entered 
the Military Service in 1861. It was substantially completed 
in 1880, at the time ** Winthrop’s Digest” appeared, and has 
since been revised, in great part rewritten, and the refer- 
ences brought down to the end of last year. Apart from 
the views and conclusions of the author the precedents 
“ will, it is believed, be found to be valuable both as law 
and history.” It will serve too to dispel the confusion which 
exists in the minds of so many lawyers of the military 
law with martial law, to present ‘t te them as a special de- 
partment of legal science which ‘ while distinct and indivi- 
dual], is not an isolated exception, but a branch of the great 
body of the public law variously and harmoniously affiliated 
with the other branches of the system.” Colonel Winthro 
appears to have done his work thoroughly and conscienti- 
ously ; the arrangement of his material is excellent and his 
definitions and explanations clear and precise. The work is 
in two volumes, law sheep, and is published by W. H. Mor- 
rison, Washington, D. C.
